And ſure in whatſoever realme ſuch /pzouiſionis made, that 
officers be fozced to do their duties:there is it as hardea mat · 
ter to get an officer, as it is in other places to repulſe ; ſhift of, 
thoſe that with flattery, bzybes, and other ſhiftes, fue & p2eace 
foz offices.

I neede not go eyther to 
the Romaines oz Greekes fo; the pzoofe hereof,neither yet to 
Tewes, oꝛ other nations: whoſe common weales haue alwape 
floꝛiſhed whyle their Bagiffrates were good, and decayed and 
ran to rupne,when vicious men had the gouernement. 

Our countrep ſtoʒies (it we reade and marke them) will ſhowe 
vs exãples enom, would God we had not ſcene mo than enow, 
J purpoſe not ta ſtand here vpon the particulers, betauſe they 
be in parte ſetfozth in the tragedies lolo wing. Pet by the wap 
this I note(wiſhing all other to doe the like) namely, that a 
good gouernours haue never lacked their deſepued pzayſes: ſo 
have not che bad eſcaped infamy, beſpdes ſuch plagues as are 
horrible to heare of .Fo2 God the ozdciner of offices)although 
be ſuffer them l puatſhement of the people to be often occu- 
pied of ſuch,as are rather ſpoylets and Iudaſſes, than toylers 
o2 Juſtices(whom the ſcriptures cal Pppocrites)yer ſuffereth 
be them not to ſcape vapuniſhed , becauſe they diſhonour him. 
Foz it is Gods own office, yea his chief office which they beate 
andabuſe,Fo2 as Juſtice is the chief vertue, ſo is the miniſtra- 
tion thercal, the chiefeſt office: and thexfoze hath God eſtably⸗ 
thed it with the chiefeſt name, honouring and calling Kinges, 
and all officers vnder them by bis owne name: Gods. Pt be al 
Gods, as many as haue in pour charge anp miniſtration of in- 
ice.
